3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicants 
amendments of the 4/4/2006 have positively claimed very particular effects from the strain induced by 
shrinking during the claimed polymerization process such that it differentiates over the previously applied 
references. Update and interference searches did not find any significantly more relevant references, 
although 2006/0043980 Al to Verstegen et al. & 2005/018951681 to Wellinghoff et al., which are not 
prior art, are of interest to the state of the art. 
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The above amendment corrects an inadvertent error that was introduced into the claims that in a 
previous amendment, and is noted to have support in original claim 2, where the glass transition 
temperature being referred to is that of the polymerized material, as is logical.
